'TIS RESULT OF EMPLOYES’ MAJORITY 


Railroad Men Admit 
Strike 
Senti- 
ment Haa Won In the Country­ 
wide Referendum, Accord­ 
ing to Dispatches. 


Not Yet Operated Upon. 


Bt. Louis, July 27.—The strike vote 
of the four train service brotherhoods I 
which ended last night at midnight,! 
resulted overwhelmingly in favor of j 
a strike. 
Confidential advices received last' 
night from all sections of the country 
justify the forecast that 
from 
be­ 
tween >6 and 98 per cent 
of 
the 
brotherhoods’ membership have voted 
In favor of a nation-wide strike, af­ 
fecting practically every railroad in 
the United States and approximately 
450,000 employes. 
In the St. Louis district the per­ 
centage will probably 
exceed 
the 
above estimate. On reliable authority 
it is estimated that Frisco employee* 
have been practically unanimous in 
the casting the strike ballot. 
Nino 
ty-nine per cent of the men are said 
to have voted for the “walkout.” 
The vote on the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas is said to have fallen a little 
short of that on the Frisco, the per­ 
centage in favor of a strike being es­ 
timated at 98. The strike percentage 
on the Missouri Pacific was estimated 
last night at approximately 97. 
Neither brotherhood nor railroad of­ 
ficials would openly discuss the mat­ 
ter for publication last night. 
Lead­ 
ers of the employees, however, pre­ 
dicted that the tabulation of the vote 
to be made in New' York within the 
next few days, will show’ that from 
97 to 98 per cent of the men voted for 
the strike. Railroad officials admitted 
that their best information indicated 
that the percentage would be “some­ 
where in the nineties.” 
It is planned to have the counting 
finished August 6 and a monster mass 
meeting of the four brotherhoods has 
boon called for the Amsterdam opera 
house in New York that night. 
The 
result of the vote then will be an­ 
nounced.

The history of sheep scab dates bark 
to the earliest ages of civilization. 
It 
is a highly contagious skin discase, 
easily transmitted from one sheep to 
another, and spreads very rapidly after 
being introduced into flock. 
Indeed, 
this is one of the most injurious dis­ 
eases which affect sheep. 
It Is caused 
by a small animal parasite, commonly 
known as a “ mite,” which lives on the 
skin. 
Although tho disease is not

hereditary, it is possible for a new­ 
born lamb to become infected from a 
diseased mother shortly after birth, 
and this fact has led some sheep 
owners to think it is hereditary. 
Be­ 
sides common sheep scab there are 
several other varieties of scab affect­ 
ing sheep, each caused by a distinct 
species of mite, hut they are of com­ 
paratively little importance. 
When allowed to spread, sheep scab 
causes great financial loss to the in­ 
dustry. These losses are caused by ( I) 
a decrease iu the quantity of wool pro­ 
duced, (2) loss in weight and general 
condition from irritation aud other 
effects of the disease which render the 
animals unthrifty, and (3) the death 
of large numbers of infected sheep. 
While the disease is highly contagious, 
insidious in its nature, and severe In 
its effects, it yields readily to proper

A 
sheep owner should never allow scab 
to remain in his flock, as it can be 
easily eradicated by proper dipping. 
The only rational treatment for com­ 
mon scab consists iii using some ex­ 
ternal application which will kill the 
parasites. 
Feeding sulphur and salt 
aud 
various 
other 
preparations 
to 
sheep will not destroy the parasites 
and consequently w ill not effect a 
cure. 
Hand dressing, or “ spot doctor­ 
ing” as it is commonly called, con­ 
sists in soaking the affected parts with 
a medicated solution of strength suffi­ 
cient to kill Hie mites. This arts as a 
palliative and tends temporarily to 
clieck the disease, but will not effect 
a cure. 
Dipping consists In immersing the 
sheep in a medicated solution that will 
kill the parasites, and Is the only

dippings IO to 14 days apart are nec ­ 
essary to effect a cure. The first dip­ 
ping kills the live mites but does not 
destroy the eggs. 
Within ten days 
after the first dipping the eggs on the 
skin at that time will have hatched 
out, but the new* mites will not have 
reached maturity or laid eggs.

Fruit Growers and Gardeners See No 
Profit in Using Copper Sulphate 
— Use Lime-Sulphur. 


The cost of copper sulphate is so 
high this season that many fruit grow­ 
ers and gardeners cannot see any profit 
in using it as a spray material, at the 
same time realizing the danger of not 
spraying at all. It has been found that 
a solution of lime-sulphur solution, 
diluted to I to 40 is fully as effective 
as bordeaux mixture, and in many or­ 
chards it has given even better results 
than the bordeaux. 
Many apple grow­ 
ers will use the summer spray of lime- 
sulphur this year who have never used 
it before. 


CROPS REQUIRE RICH SOILS 


Greatest Value of Sweet Clover Will 
Be Found in Its Use as Green 
Manuring Plant. 


Tt may not be advisable to grow 
sweet clover on land that will produce 
good crops of red d o v er and alfalfa. 
These crops require rich, well-ferti­ 
lized s o i l ; but sweet clover will grow 
on the poor soils. 
It is a poor-land 
crop, and probably its greatest value 
will be found in its use as a green 
manuring crop. 
It will enable the 
farm er to fill his unproductive soils 
with humus and bring the land to a 
condition that will enable the crop to 
utilize the fertility it contains.
